Iowa Engineering Experiment 
Station, the University of Mich­ 
igan and others. As a result of 
these tests and similar ones 
now under way, engineers are 
developing methods of ice con­ 
trol that will place winter driv­ 
ing on a much safer basis in the 
future. The effectiveness of tire 
chains, skidprooftng icy pave­ 
ments with sand or cinders, and 
means of removing ice where 
possible are included in the 
projects. 
The Iow a experim en ts re ­ 
vealed, along with other sig­ 
nificant data, that the distance 
required to stop a motor vehi­ 
cle on icy pavement can be cut 
in half by spreading a thin coat 
of calcium chloride treated sand 
or cinders over the icy surface. 
The calcium chloride treatm ent 
was found necessary to melt the 


sand or cinders into the ice, as 
otherwise the dry materials are 
easily whisked off the road by 
traffic and wind. 
While skidprooflng treatmen« 
of icy highways decreases the 
possibility of accidents, the 
measure must be looked upon 
as a means to accident pre­ 
vention and not a cure. Along 
this line, a note of caution is 
sounded by the National Safety 
Council in stating, “In ihe final 
analysis, good, o ld -fa s! 
red,; 
careful, common sense 1

is the best antidote for

and accidents on icy road.. ’ 
Engineers and highway "fa­ 
cials are extending ; e control 
measures as fast and far as pos­ 
sible to reduce the hazards of 
winter driving but the cause 
of safety will always depend to 
a large extent upon the head- 
work of the individt’a 
driver.

Here is one 
branch of interior designing often 
overlooked.

The next problem the girls took 
up was the modernization of their 
reading lamps. They improved the 
one at the left by installing an inner 
diffusing bowl beneath the shade, 
and changing the light from glarin 
direct to soft semi-indirect. These 
inexpensive inner howls may be pur­ 
chased for many older types of 
lamps.

Buying The Holiday Bird 


By Katharine Fisher

Poultry, believ# It or not, hat changed aa the yearn have gone by 
Fancy and choice turkeys, ducks, and chickens, both fresh and frozen 
are now being branded by national meat packers. A tag or sticker bearing 
the packer’s name identifies these quality birds, so ask about them when 
you market. In buying these you pay so much per pound for the full 
weight of the dressed bird—that is, including head, feet, and giblets. 


You should know, too, of the quick-frosted, fully drawn poultry that 
is steadily gaining in favor, and rightly so. Tender, plump turkeys, ducks, 
and chickens, selected for quality, are completely dressed and fully drawn 
(even the pin-feathers are removed), all ready for stuffing. Then each 
bird, with the giblets wrapped separately and placed inside the body of 
the bird, is wrapped, labeled with the drawn weight, and quickly frozen 
at a very low tem perature that seals in its original choice flavor, fresh 
ness, and food value. When you buy it, it is still solid, and you have only 
to thaw it, by the m anufacturer’s directions; then stuff. 


Ju st a word about the price of these birds. When 
you buy dressed poultry, you pay for head and feet 
as well as other waste material. The quick-frozen, 
fully drawn birds have no waste m aterial, and they 
are also fully cleaned. Consequently their cost is 
adjusted to this convenience 


You can now buy turkeys as small as 7 lbs. in 
weight, so don’t pass up turkey for the holidays just 
because yours is a small family 


How Big Should The Bird Be? 
Turkeys: Vz to ■>« lb. of dressed turkey (before 
head, feet and giblets are removed) is a fair allow’, 
ance per person. For example, a 15-lb. dressed turkey 
provides about 20 servings. But when you’re counting 
noses, don’t forget to allow for second servings.

How Much Stuffing Will It Need? 


1 agree with you, it is a nuisance to get your stuffing all made only 
to find that you haven’t enough. While we have no hard-and-fast guide 
to offer you, we took careful notes in stuffing the crop and body cavities 
of numerous birds, using our Plain Bread Stuffing. Here they are: 


For drawn turkey: (minus head, feet and giblets) we averaged 1 ^ c. 
to 1% c. of day-old bread crumbs, measured loosely, for each pound of 
drawn turkey. For example, a 7-lb. drawn turkey took 12 c. crumbs: a 
12-lb. drawn turkey 16 c.; and a 15-lb. drawn turkey took 18 c. 


For drawn chicken we averaged about 2 c of day-old bread crumbs, 
measured loosely, for each pound of drawn chicken. For drawn capon we 
averaged 8 c. of day-old bread crumbs measured loosely, for a 7-lb bird. 


By the way, getting dinner wtll be easier for you if you stutf and 
truss the bird the day before If there’s any stuffing left over, just tuck 
it in a covered casserole and bake it with the bird for the last hour.

Iowa Engineering Experiment 
Station, the University of Mich­ 
igan and others.

The effectiveness of tire 
chains, skidprooflng icy pave­ 
ments with sand or cinders, and 
means of removing ice where 
possible are included in the 
projects. 
The Iow a ex p erim en ts re ­ 
vealed, along with other sig­ 
nificant data, that the distance 
required to stop a motor vehi­ 
cle on icy pavement can be cut 
in half by spreading a thin coat 
of calcium chloride treated sand 
or cinders over the icy surface. 
The calcium chloride treatm ent 
was found necessary to melt the 


sand or cinders into the ice, as 
otherwise the dry materials are 
easily whisked off the road by 
traffic and wind. 
While skidproofing treatm ent 
of icy highways decreases the 
possibility of accidents, the 
measure must be looked upon 
as a means to accident pre­ 
vention and not a cure. Along 
this line, a note of caution is 
sounded by the National Snfrty 
Council in stating, “In the final 
analysis, good, old - fn ■ 
nd.

Now for the proper care of your waffle iron: First, read carefully 
the directions which came with it and follow them exactly, especially if 
your waffle iron is of the automatic or semi-automatic type, so that you 
can take full advantage of its special features. 
Next, if your iron is a new one, season the grids before using it. 
This will prevent waffles from sticking. To season, brush the grids thor­ 
oughly with an unsalted melted fat such as shortening or olive oil. Do 
this when the waffle iron is cold. Then heat the iron to baking temperature, 
and allow it to cool. When you want to make waffles, heat the iron to 
haking temperature, pour on your batter and allow it to bake. When the 
first waffle is done, discard it, as it will be very greasy. After that, waffles 
will not stick if you use a recipe which contains shortening. After the 
grids are seasoned, do not wash them. If particles of waffle do stick to the 
grids, brush them off with a wire brush of the kind which is used to 
clean Q^her jjtensil*.

The outsitie of your waffle iron will need little care, if it is a modern 
one. U«uallv rubbing with a aoft dry cloth will remove finger marks and 
smudge* If batter runs out, leave it until the heat on the outside of the 
iron seta it. Then remove it, and clean the surface with « damp cloth 
Sometimes tiny brown spot* appear on the outside. These can-fer removed 
by using a small amount of fine scouring powder with a soft damp cloth. 
Never immerse your waffle iron in water. It will ruin it. 
When you store your waffle iron, aee that there are no sharp kinks, 
bends or knots in the connecting cord. Do not let the cord come into 
contact with the hot iron. If the outside of the connecting cord begins 
to show wear, discard it and replace it with a new one of the correct type?
